What My Library Means To Me... 


he year 2000 marks the 200" anniversary 

of the Library of Congress. As part of the 

celebration of the Bicentennial years of 

this nation’s library, a means to honor all 
libraries and their importance in our lives was 
developed. Fountaindale Public Library District 
residents were invited to participate in this state’s 
contribution to the celebration for the Library of 
Congress. The public was asked to respond to the 
statement “what my library means to me.” Entries 
from Bolingbrook and Romeoville were submitted 
to the Illinois State Library/Office of the Secretary of 
State for a special publication commemorating the 
importance of libraries in Illinois. 

While space does not permit us to publish the 
complete statements in this newsletter, we would 
like to share some comments excerpted from the 
letters. 


From Janelle Lingier: 

“..1 love my library because I can do about 
anything there! Whenever I have a report to 
do or home work, I am totally there. And if] ever get 
bored, they always have games and magazines to 
look at.....If you want to look up a book the staff will 
always at least try to help you as best they can....You 
can also go on the internet to get research or 
information . So I don’t know about you but I love 
my library!!” 


A humorous poetic response from Larry Burns: 
I went to my local library to find a good book.

It is also a fact that has been 
documented by the U.S. Department of 
Education Office of Educational Research 
and Development. Their study states that 
“reading to children is the most important 
thing parents can do to build the 
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knowledge and skills required for learning 
to read.” This success in learning to read 
translates to overall success in school by 
increasing vocabulary development, writ- 
ing skills and conceptual growth. 

It is especially important for school age 
youth to read and be read to during the 
summer months. The American Library 
Association states that “summer reading 
clubs ... have been shown to be the most 
important factor in avoiding the decline in 
reading skills educators refer to as 
summer reading loss.” 

A family read-aloud can spark 
enthusiasm and foster enjoyment of a 
wide variety of recreational and informa- 
tional literature. Being an avid reader as 
a teen promotes solid academic achieve- 
ment through high school and_ into 
college. Continuing the habit of reading 
through adulthood provides continuous 
opportunity for self-enrichment and enjoy- 
ment.

his year, the Friends of Fountaindale 
Library will celebrate their 19th 
anniversary. Our first general meeting 
was held in May 1981, followed by our 
first Used Book Sale in Bolingbrook in 
September. The annual book sales have 
evolved into a permanent bookshelf sale at 
both buildings and are only one part of 
Friends’ fund raising ventures. The money 
earned helps fund the Summer Reading 
program, buy materials and equipment not 
included in the library budget, sponsor author 
programs for both children and adults, and 
fund three scholarships for high school 
seniors. Part of the money raised at the first 
book sale was used to purchase a puppet 
theater for the Children’s Department. The 
theater is still in use today. We have also 
donated funds to purchase two 35mm 
cameras, a 31” JVC TV and JVC VCR, paperback 
book racks, book display cases, various books 
and atlases, a portable display unit, computer 
video projectors, a lectern for Romeoville, a 
wireless PA system for Romeoville, a TDD 
system for the deaf at Bolingbrook, and much 
more. We have sponsored children’s programs 
by Jamie Gilson, Charlotte Graeber, Ann Jonas, 


Jim May and Jim Aylesworth, and adult 
programs featuring Alzina Stone Dale, Barbara 
D’ Amato, D.C. Brod, Mark Zubro, Cathy Linz, 
Linda Wiatr, Robert Goldsborough, and High 
Holton. 

Thanks to a growing membership and 
increased funds from the bookshelf sales, we 
have increased the number of scholarship 
awards. This year three $300 scholarships will 
be awarded. Also because of our increased 
income, we were able to fund the entire cost of 
the Summer Reading Program last year. 

Our other fund raising efforts include the 
sale of book bags, T-shirts, page-a-day 
calendars, What's Cooking at the Library? 
(our first cookbook), and On The Town 
entertainment books. This October, we will 
present our fifth annual mystery play. If you’ve 
attended in the past, you know it’s hard to tell 
who’s having more fun - the actors or the 
audience. Join us this fall and judge for 
yourself. 

In conclusion, we invite you to join us at our 
May 20 “Clean Out the Closet Used Book Sale” 
at Romeoville, lower level, 9:00 am - 2:00 pm, 
and to consider joining Friends of 
Fountaindale Library.

What can you do on this web page? On the 
first page, you can click on the pictures of the 
Bolingbrook and Romeoville buildings and 
receive a map and directions to each building. 
Then you click on the words “enter here” and go 
to page 2. 

At the bottom of page 2 are links to search 
engines that the Information Services staff use 
frequently. In the right corner, you can click and 
read our Internet Policy. Then you have links 
that take you to the areas of Young Adult, 
Children’s Services, Information Services and 
Circulation Services. You can access links to fun 
sites and informational sites. 

You have access to the online catalog called 
“WEBCAT.” Click on the purple Webcat and you 
go to another screen. Click on the red 
Webcat and you have access to the District's 


library collection. You can search by author, title, 


subject, or series to locate library materials. 

If you want to reserve materials, click on the 
“REQUEST” icon. The next screen has a link for 
“Enhanced Hold,” which you click on. You then 
see a box to enter your library barcode 
number. This number is found at the bottom of 


your Fountaindale library card. Enter your PIN 
number. If you do not know your PIN number, 
call the library to get it. Then you select the 
building you want to go to for your materials. 
Click on “Place Hold.” 

To check your library account for items you 
have checked out, click on the blue “USER 
SERVICES” bar at the top. Select “User Status 
Inquiry” and enter your barcode and pin 
numbers to find out what items you have 
checked out. Go back and select “Renew 
Materials.” Items that you have out can be 
renewed if they do not have reserves or they are 
not Interlibrary Loan books. Interlibrary Loans 
should be brought to the library or you can call 
Information Services. 

Back to the second screen, the “NEED 
INFORMATION” section offers links to many 
different Internet sites by subject. Try our web 
page and you will find a path to the wide variety 
of information available to you on the Internet. 
Please call or ask a librarian for assistance with 
your informational needs. We are always happy 
to help you.
